The Easter eggs of a generation ago 
were simple affairs, and if they failed 
to instal into the youthful mind an 
peculiarly useful lesson or inspire it 
with any very elevated thoughts, they 
at least had the merit of not depleting 
the parental pockets to any consiclera- 
ble extent. They were simply ordinary 
hen’s eggs, around which bits of figured 
calico, “warranted fast colors,” were 
closely sewed, and the thus attired eggs 
then hard boiled in the hottest of, wa- 
ter upon being taken out of which and 
divested of their garments they were 
found to have printed upon them, in 
gaudy colors the various patterns of the 
calico bits.

A very icteresting question of juris- 
diction, we learn, is likely to arise in 
this case between the United States and 
State authorities. We understand the 
Federal officers are advised that they 
may have exclusive juriediction over the 
territory they occupy, so as to tuke the 
same entirely out of the State limits. 
The 8th section of the 1st Article of the 
Constitution of the United States gives 
the Federal authorities exclusive leg- 
islation over all places purchased by the 
consent of the State Legislature for the 
erection of forts, etc. Fort Johnson 
was ceded to the United States by 
North Carolina, it being originally the 


1794, on two conditions: First, that 
the tort shculd be rebuilt in three 
years and forever thereafter kept up, 
and, second that no officer of the State 
should be hindered or debarred from 
serving any process within the limits 
to the extent as if the 
cession had never been’ made. 
In 18507 the Uusited States au- 
thorities were granted an extension of 
time by the State Legislature for one 
year, the fort being not yet fully com 
pleted. In 1809 this time was again 
extended 7 years, at the request of the 
United States, provided that on failure 
of the National Government to keep 
the said works in sufficient order and 
repair as a fort for public defence the 
said ground should revert to the State. 
Provided, further, that the cession 
should not be construed to prevent any 
State officer from serving and executing 
process to the full extent of the State 
law, as though the cession had never 
been made. We understand that Mr. 
Solicitor Cantwell insists that the juris- 
diction of the State Courts over the 
territory is not impaired, nor does it in 
the slighest degree impair the State 
sovereignty. Notto speak ofthe for- 
feiture which may be incurred by the 
failure to keep up the tort, the reserva- 
tion of the right to serve process is not 
in conflict with the exclusive legis’ ative 
power, vested by the Constitution in 
tbe United States, and these places are 
net capable of being made sanctuaries 
for tugitives to exempt them from acts 


in which the territory belongs; while 
at the same time Congress is evabled to 
accomplish the great objects of the 
power conferred by the Constitution.

An English Clergyman Sentenced 


for Forgery. 
In the Crown Court at York, Eng- 
land, on the 24th ult., the Rev. Vyvyan 
H. Moyle. a clergyman of the Church 


_of England, recently Vicar of Easton, 


pear Middlesborougb, was sentenced to 
seven years pena! servitude for forgery. 
The case of this mav is one of the most 
singular in the annals of crime. The 
prisoner, up to the time that his offente 
was discovered, had always maintained 
an unspotted reputation. He had been 
the recipient of pumerous honors, was a 
fellow of the royal society, a fellow of 
the society of arts, and member of the 
Geological Society, the Horticultural 
Society, and other similar bodies and 
societies in London and elsewhere. He 
was the prssident of a local institute for 
the education and improvement of the 
people, and honorary chaplain of the 
First North York Artillety Corps. He 
began his ministerial labors in 1859, as 
missionary in charge in a_ large 
distnct' in Middlesborough,  enter- 
ing into the performance of all 
his duties with an apparent 
earnestness and zeal which won for 
him the entire confidence of the com- 
munity, and of his ecclesiastical supe 
riors. As the result of his earnest 
work the district of Holy Trinity was 
formed, and he was placed over it by 
the present Archbishop of York. There 
be pursued his labors with increasing 
energy and excellent results, command- 
“ing the respect and good will of all clas- 
ses. But 10 ao eyil hour be entered into 
speculation, and purchased a large 
number of shares ina mutual seciety, 
trom which he. belieyed he was Certain 
to realize large profits. To carry out 
his speculation he borrowed £11,000, 
which$he wus upable to repay. Becom- 
ing involed dceper and deeper in finan- 
cial difficulties, he resorted to torgery, 
holding the fatal delusion that Ins tor- 
tune would change, and that he would 
make enowvh trom his investments to 
replace the furged scrip certificates 
which he issued. The result was his 
detection, trial and conviction, and his 
sentence, already recorded. On the 
discovery of his crime he made no 
effort to deny the charge of forgery, 
but pleaded guilty to all the indic:- 
ments found against him. eo
